them to accompany the party to Fort st. 
John. on the Peace river about 101 miles due 
south from Fort Nelson. At nvon on the 22nd 
4 start was made up the Nelson, but owing 
to the vast number of tree tops, which had 
been broken by the snow storm, lying along 
the beach, reas was necessarily slow with 
the usual and speediest mode of progression, 
tracking, that ie one or two men walking 
along the beach and hauling the boat hy canoe 
by line. After four daye the three Indians, 
for some unknown reason, decided to leave, 
and one night, between the hours of 3 and 8, 
took their Fapertace 0 hurriedly that they 
left part of their property behind them. The 
party clipped of half its number found the 
labor incidental to the ascent much ore 
severe, besides the river from being a stream 
vf moderate current and fair depth i te 
det mare and more rapid and shallow wntil a 
distance of 6 or 7 miles involves as much 
labor as 26 or 80 miles on the lower reaches.

80 cooled the waters of the Peace river that 
inside of twenty-four hours it was running 
thickly with ice and Mr. Ogilvie had to dritt 
helplessly down the river on a raft for about 
100 miles, and sitting motionless 0.1 a raft in 
a blinding snow storm is not by any means 
a pleasant experience. Dunvagan was reach- 
ed ingtbree such days and from here the 
Ques was made overland with horses to 
once river crossing where an unavoidable 
delay of m:uny days occurred through drifting 
ice in the rivers A few miles ubove Peace 
river crossing the Rev. J G. Brick, of Shafts- 
bury mission, has his farm, Indian school and 
mission. This gentleman hospitably enter- 
tained the party for upwards of a week until 
the ice on the river set fast so that the 
could cross. The Peace, in common with all 
northern rivers, commences to freeze much 
earlier thun eastern rivers, but the ice, owing 
to the strength of the current, keepe break - 
ing away from the shores and goes drifting 
down untilit stram in beuds, shallows or on 
bars. As soon as it is at rest it is frozen into 
u compact inass to which a portion of the pas- 
sing drift ice is attached by the frost. These 
fringes gradually increase in width until there 
in only a narrow channel lett open in mid- 
stream aid this always where the current is 
s-rongest. The ice keeps drifting in this 
channel so thickly that it is almost solid 
hence the impossibility of crossing on foot or 
by boat. This again occurs somewhere some 
frosty night and the progress of this drift is 
arrested fora moment and the whole mass is 
soon frozen solid, this is locally known as set- 
ting fast. The river after setting fast does 
not present tho glassy appearance of eastern 
streams, but suggests to one that he must be 
somewhere near the arctic ocean, Mr. Brick's 
crops proved an unqualitied success, both in 
quality and quantity, and Mr. Ogilvie brought 
out samples of wheat, outs and barley, which 
wille mpare favorably with any grain grown 
in America. His vegetables, too, were large, 
sound and well flavored. At Dunvagan, 50 
miles further eastonPeace river, theHudson’s 
Bay Co.’s farm yielded a splendid return. 
Tomatoes here almost ripened, and garden 
produce grows unusually large. One cabbage 
head yrown there, stripped of all loose leaves, 
measured 58) inches in circumference and 
weighed 28) pounds. Two heads of sun- 
flower, which grew in the garden, measured 
14 inches in diameter across the seed bed and 
yielded upwards of a quart of seed each. 
Other vegetables were on u cor eaponding 
scale many of them being unusually large. 
Mr. Brick planted Indian corn last season, 
and though it did not ripen, he had a large 
and excellent return of green corn. This 
gentlemen is trying to induce the Indians in 
the vicinity to undertake fuming, but it | 
must be confessed with very discouraging 
results, notfrom any want of zeal on hispart, 
but from the innate idleness of the native and 
his original instincts which leads him to the | 
woods after game, no matter how comfort- 
able his surroundings may be.
